The Battle of Chicamauga---W hy it 
Was Fought. 

An evidently well posted correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, in rehearsing the causes which 
led to the removal of General Roseerans from the 
command of the army of the Cumberland, presents, 
in the course of a long and interesting article, the 
following succinct and graphic description of the 
movements which led to the great battle of Chica- 
mauga. It gives the only clear version of the 
preliminaries of that battle which we have seen, 
und enables one to understand the position of 
affairs both befere and after the confliet. Previ- 
ously he recites the causgs of the removal of Rose- 
crans, Which may be briefly summed up as fol- 
lows: Extraordinary delay in a forward move- 
ment after the battle of Stone River, notwithatand- 
ing stringent orders from the President, Halleck 
and Secretary of War—culminating in a “ sharp 
correspondence.” 2d. Another unaccountable de- 
lay at Tullahoma, where “ Bragg with 4,500 men 

kept at bay Rosecrans with 65,000.” Of the third 

cause, we let the correspondent speak for himself, 
as follows : 


3d. This brings me up to the Government’s third 
tause of dissatisfaction with Gen. Rosecran’s mili- 
lary nanagement—the Chicamauga campaign. 

In the last days of August the Department tele- 
graphed to Gen. Rosecrans, peremptorily | 
him to cross the Tennexsee at once, to report eae 
(lays movement of each corps, and to allow no 
twenty-four hours to pass withopt sending ona 
report, No ordera were given as to where he 
should cross, or what’plan of operations he sliould 
adopt after crossing. 

Two courses were open to him. He had a few 
brigades ‘lying on the north bank of the river, 
opposite Chattanooga. He could move the whole 
army there, cross the river under fire, and storm 
the enemy’s works, as Burnside attempted to do 
at Fredrickaburg ; or he could cross the river 
thirty miles below, and through some exceedingly 
difficult passes in Lookout Mountain turn the ene- 
fly's flank—-a movement that bore some resem- 
blance to Hooker’s movement at Chancellorville. 
In other words, he had either to fight the enemy 
out of Chattanooga by an attack in front, or to 


maneuver him out by a flank movement, and then | paig 


Jight his own way in. He chose the latter. 
It is precisely on this point that the public has 
utterly failed to understand the true nature and 


object of the battle of Chickamanga. The popu. 


\ltr impression is that Gen. Rusevrans, by a skillful 
flank movement took Chattanooga and might there 
have rested ; but that he got ambitious of further 
litirels, was Intoxicated by his easy-success, be-

Then the two, still fronting the enemy | 
at Lafayette. were to close up. moving by the left 
flank ou Crittenden.

The “Aquila” Business Sadly Muddled. 

All present efforts to save the ironclad Coman- 
che, sunk in the San Francisco harbor, seem to 
have been abandoned. The pumping out of the 
Aquila has proved a failure, and there appears to 
be a total stoppage in the work. It is said that a 
company is being formed in New York to send ap- 
paratus to California with a view of raising the 
sunken ship or, at least, getting out the ironclad. 
It is to be hoped that no efforts will be spared or 
time lost. We ¢lip the following from a late num- 
ber of the San Francisco Bulletin: 


Matters connected with the Aquila, and her 
cargo the Comanche, seem to be in a perfect mud- 
dle. Nobedy apparently owns,her, and the three 
parties in interest—i. ¢ the Government, the un- 
derwriters and the, contractors—each is said to 
disclaim any active, positive interest in ber, each 
claiming that she isin the hands of the others. 
The contractdrs wish to throw her upon the under- 
writers, who will mot accept the abandonment; 
and the Government, being appealed to, will have 
nothing to do with the Comanche until she is de- 
livered in good order as per contract. Govern- 
ment udvanced $340,000 on the Co che, which 
is insured by the New York Underwriters, and 
claims from them that amount if they do not get 
her up, and she is not duly delivered. Taken alto- 
gether, the affair is in a most uncertain and dis- 
tressing shape to the minds of the public. Mean- 
while the proposals sent to New York by various 
parties and companies in this city to wreck the 
Aquila and save the Comanche, remain unan- 
s\ered.. From parties to whom the wreck or its 
oWners are indebted, we learn that it is impossible 
to get any tangible evidence of responsibility as 
to claims against the ship. The plea is made that 
all the claims are not yet in; and the Under- 
writers’ agents desire before drawing te know the 
total amonnt needed, It is also said that the dif- 
ferent Underwriters at home are at variance with 
each other as to their liability, and consequently 
the agents here have not been empowered to draw 
to pay the expenses incurred. From Mr. Chenery, 
Navy Agent, we learn that his only action in the 
matter has been to telegraph to the Underwriters 
and Government at the East as to the responsi- 
bility of partis in this city who propose to wreck 
the Aquila. This telegraphing was done so that 
by his official influence an assurance could be 
given, which would not otherwise be the case. 


Testimony accumulates that the rebels are,starv- 
ing--and that not by degrees but by wholesale— 
thousands of our gallant troops confined in the 
prisons and pest houses at Richmond.

We 
quote asingle extract from a recent accoynt de- 
scribing the appearance of one lot of exchanged 
prisoners returned (Sept. 19th) from Belle Island, 
where the rebel are starving and torturing our 
gullant troops caplired in battle.

ther. Men came without hats or with 
thi cotton drawers, and bodies bare to the waist, 
their nakedness and bleeding feet covered only by 
what tatters their cruel captors had left them, not 
from mercy, but becanse they were too filthy to 
keep. These men had been on Belle Island, 
(which seems to be a barren waste), without any 
protection against the weather, except what they 
had themselves constructed. They had lain on 
the sand, which was to them both bed and cover- 
ing, exposed, both sick and well, to all extremes 
of heat and cold, without clothes, without food 
(except small portions of the most repulsive 
kinds), for weeks and months, many having been 
taken prisoners at or before the battle of Gettys- 
burg. Many were suffering from what are called 
sand-sores, and the surgeons in vain attempted to 
roduce general circulation of blood. the cuticle 
in many instances seemingly dried on the bone from 
exposure. 


The Rev. H.C. Trumbull, recently from Rich- 
mond, states that the Union officers, several thou- 
sand in number, confined in the Libey prison, re- 
ceive only one-third of a pound of bread and some 
water, and no meat had been served out for several 


visions at all were issued at Belle Island, not even 
to the Hospitals. Our patriot brethren there are 
dying at the rate of 50 per day out of pure starva- 
tion and want of care. But the recital is too sick- 
ening to dwell on. We close the subject with the 
heartfelt prayer that our armies may press forward, 
crush out this infernal rebellion and relieve our 
heroic soldiers from the slow, lingering tortures 
of death by starvation. The people of the North
